tional documents as the'Kin- 
sey N Report— -which far surpass, 
in realism t£e frankness of , 
IX H. Lawrence. 
"Ido not for a moment ad- 
vocate action against these 
books; I am ' opposed : to all 
book-banning. But X mention 
them to suggest that our civil 
servants seem to be rather 
considerably behind in their 
reading, and are compounding 
an ambiguity rather than clari- 1 
fying an issue. The truth is 
that literary * criticism can 
never be a function of govern- 
ment; that we cannot entrust 
to any department * of govern- * 
xnei^t, however enlightened; 
the judgment of what i$ and 
is not good reading for young 
and old alike. 

Only a few months 'ago, the 
American P. E; N. was among 
the first to protest against 
Russia*s -attempted suppres- 
sion of Boris Pasternak's 
Doctor Zhtoago.
